The following editorial from the 
Chicago Herald of Feb. 15, 1915, deals 
with the subject of hasty marriages, 
and recommends a solution, which the 
Catholic Church conceived centuries 
ago, and which has been embodied itn 
her discipline. The editor of the 
Herald writes: 

THE HURRY-UP MARRIAGE. 

“The moral of the Kleist-Breltung 
damage suit is very old and very 
plain: Throw a few legal obstruc- 
tions in the way of too hasty mar. 
riages. Provide for some sort of 
publicity and for a brief season of 
delay. 

“Such restrictions would interfere 
with nobody's happiness and would 
prevent a great deal of unhappiness. 
Young people who don't want anybody 
to know they are marrying are young 
people who, in nine cases out of ten, 
ought not to marry at that time. 

“The real trouble is that the 
facilities for getting married are too 
far ahead of the facilities for staying 
martied. A sudden impulse, and two
